REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
requirement in the claims of the 80% retention of activity for the enzyme renders the 
claims both novel and unobvious over the closest prior art as cited. Appellants' affidavit 
by Victor Man shows that the retention of activity is unexpected and not demonstrated 
by the compositions of Linard et al, nor does the teaching of Blake et al overcome this 
showing of unexpected performance. Appellants' claimed composition is, therefore, both 
novel and unobvious over the closest prior art as cited.
